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FUNDS  FOR  RESEARCH  AT  STATE  AGRICULTURAL 
EXPERIMENT  STATIONS  AND  OTHER  STATE  INSTITUTIONS,  1965 

Two  Federal  laws,  the  Act  of  May  15,  1862,  "establishing  the  United  States 
Department  of  Agriculture,"  followed  a  few  months  later  by  passage  of  the 
Land-Grant  Act  of  July  2,  1862,  provide  the  basic  framework  for  State- 
Federal  cooperation  in  agricultural  research.   The  Hatch  Act  of  1887,  au- 
thorizing each  State  to  set  up  an  Agricultural  Experiment  Station  at  the 
land-grant  institutions,  established  under  the  Land-Grant  Act,  strength- 
ened the  structural  base.   It  made  possible  the  longtime  partnership  be- 
tween State  and  Federal  governments  in  advancing  the  Nation's  farm  tech- 
nology.  The  system  thus  established,  tried  and  improved  gradually  through 
77  years  of  continuous  operation,  now  is  considered  a  foremost  model  for 
patterning  Federal  support  or  research  extending  way  beyond  agriculture. 

Every  year  since  1888  Congress  has  appropriated  money  annually  for  use  by 
the  State  Agricultural  Experiment  Stations  on  a  formula  basis.   The  major 
source  of  experiment  station  support,  however,  comes  from  appropriations 
made  by  the  State  Legislatures.   The  regulations  and  rules  for  administer- 
ing the  Hatch  funds,  developed  over  the  years  by  the  Cooperative  State 
Research  Service  and  its  predecessor  agencies,  have  firmly  established  a 
policy  of  providing  administrative  guidance  and  scientific  consultation 
and  leadership,  but  not  of  control  of  the  station  program.   The  adminis- 
trative head  of  each  station  is  a  director  appointed  by  the  Stateo   Genu- 
ine cooperation  between  the  State  stations  and  the  Department  of  Agricul- 
ture has  encouraged  development  of  a  geographically  dispersed  network  of 
agricultural  science  centers.   Each  State  has  at  least  one  such  center; 
many  of  them,  a  number  of  branch  locations.   They  may  direct  their  re- 
sources to  whatever  problem  arises  to  plague  agriculture  and  rural  life, 
whether  local,  statewide,  regional,  or  national  in  scope. 

Federal-grant  operations  authorized  under  the  Hatch  Act,  along  with  pay- 
ments authorized  in  Section  204(b)  of  the  Agricultural  Marketing  Act  (be- 
ginning with  fiscal  year  1949)  continued  as  the  major  source  of  Federal 
support  of  the  State  Agricultural  Experiment  Stations  through  fiscal  year 
1964.   Funds  for  payments  under  Section  204(b)  of  the  Agricultural  Market- 
ing Act  were  discontinued  in  1965.   Additional  support  was  obtained  for  the 
State  Agricultural  Experiment  Stations  beginning  in  1964  under  the  authority 
of  the  following  Acts.   Funds  were  appropriated  for  these  new  programs  for 
the  first  time  in  the  fiscal  year  as  shown  below: 

Fiscal  Year  1964 

Cooperative  Forestry  Research  (Mclntire-Stennis)  Act  of  October  10. 
1962  (P.L.  98-788).   Under  this  Act  nine  institutions  at  other  than 
land-grant  locations  were  certified  as  eligible  for  support.   At 
several  of  the  land-grant  locations  the  State  University,  College  or 
other  institutional  unit  was  certified  as  eligible  in  lieu  of  the 
State  Agricultural  Experiment  Station, 


Grants  for  Basic  Scientific  Research  Autzhorlzed  Under  the  Act  of 
September  6,  1958  (P.L.  85-934).   In  1964  and  1965  these  funds  were 
identified  as  Section  32,   Funds  are  transferred  as  needed  from 
Commodity  Credit  Corporation  and  used  in  payment  of  grants  relative 
to  the  reduction  of  cost  production. 

Fiscal  Year  1965 

Research  Facilities  Act  of  July  22.  1963  (P.L.  88-74).  The  funds 
made  available  to  the  State  Agricultural  Experiment  Stations  under 
this  Act  in  1965  were  earmarked  for  pesticides  facilities, 

Appalachia  Regional  Development  Act  of  1965  Approved  March  9.  1965 
(P.L,  89-4),   The  Act  making  supplemental  appropriations  for  fiscal 
year  1965  (P.L.  89-16,  April  30,  1965)  provided  $300,000  for  activ- 
ities under  the  Appalachian  Regional  Development  Act  of  1965,   These 
funds  are  available  for  obligation  through  June  30,  1966. 

In  addition  to  funds  administered  by  the  Cooperative  State  Research  Serv- 
ice, the  stations  derive  support  from  other  Departmental  agencies  who  work 
cooperatively  with  them.   The  State  Agricultural  Experiment  Stations  and 
other  State  institutions  eligible  under  the  Mclntire-Stennis  Act  reported 
that  additional  support  was  derived  in  the  amount  of  approximately  $30 
million  in  contracts  and  grants  from  agencies  other  than  the  Department 
of  Agriculture,  and  $15  million  from  non-governmental  sources  such  as 
foundations  and  industry. 

Reports  on  the  work  and  results  of  station  research  in  a  given  State  are 
available  by  writing  the  Director  of  the  State  Agricultural  Experiment 
Station  or  the  Administrative-Technical  Representative  of  the  institu- 
tion responsible  for  the  Mclntire-Stennis  program.   Names  of  the  insti- 
tutions and  their  locations  appear  at  the  end  of  this  report  immediately 
following  the  tables.   A  listing  of  State  Experiment  Station  publications 
received  in  the  National  Agricultural  Library  appears  in  the  Agricultural 
Bibliography  published  eleven  times  a  year  and  available  in  all  land- 
grant  college  and  university  libraries,  also  in  public  libraries  in  princi* 
pal  localities.
